3A, MONACO. Paul, 3A2DD, showed up on 28470 kHz at 1630z, January 19th. 
Paul is General Manager of one of the casinos in Monacao. Paul's QSL 
info is either via the QSL Bureau or via the Casino's PO Box. Please 
address the envelope with Paul's call 3A2DD, so as not to be confused 
with the casino's mail. (Paul - 3A2DD, P.0.Box 345876, Monaco) 


CS5A, PORTUGAL. Victor is using the callsign CS5A to commerate 500 

years of Portugese exploration. Look for Victor using this prefix until 
March 31st. Listen for him between 28400 to 28500 kHZ from 1630 to 1930z. 
QSL via CT1AU0. 


HV, VATICAN. HV3SJ has been active again from the Vatican on 28014 kHz 
around 1446z on CW. This is a semi-rare station for those CW buffs, so 
catch him while you can at the low end of the 10 meter band. 


KC6, BELAU AND V73, MARSHALL ISLANDS. George, AD1S, informs OPDX that 
the Oklahoma DX Association is sponsoring two DXpeditions for early 
1992. The trips will coincide with the ARRL SSB Contest in March. The 
first team will travel to Belau (KC6) with eight operators for a major 
effort that will concentrate on CW, RTTY and other digital modes before 
and after the contest. At or about the same time, a second team will 
operate from the Marshall Islands (V73). Callsigns have not been received 
yet. QSLs for both operation go to OKDXA, Box 88, Wellston, OK 74881. 
SPECIAL NOTE: Please note that there have been some errors published 
about previous OKDXA sponsored expeditions and QSLing.

P5, NORTH KOREA. Denny, GW3CDP, was heard saying that he heard Romeo, 
UB5JRR, is trying to gather funds for a trip to North Korea in late 
March. (ed. Gee! March will be an interesting with FOOX, P5, VP8SSI, YA 
and ZL8.) 


PYO, FERNANDO DE NORONHA. Andre, PYOFF, said he will be around on 20 
meters from 0000 to 0130z for the next few weeks. Look for him around 
14191 kHz. QSL via W9VA. 


RTTY ACTIVITY. TY1PS was active on 21090 kHz at 2200z... VP2V/KB5GL was 
active 28084 kHz around 1345z. QSL via KB5GL... XQOX was heard on 14089 
kHz around 0300z and 21085 kHz around 2330z. Also John, when on SSB, will 
QSY to accommodate any station with a RTTY contact when asked! QSL to 
CE3ESS. Turn around time for QSLs has been as few as 2 weeks by CE3ESS.. 


S2, BANGLADESH. It has been reported by INDEXA that the equipment for 
the S2 operation sent to the country by INDEXA has been released from 
customs and is in place.
